Proposals for road improvements at 
ten locations in the Pottstown area were 
heard by the State Highway commission 
Thursday in St. Davids. 
Three of the proposals presented by 
the Montgomery County Planning com­ 
mission were listed as top priority pro­ 
jects. 
They included improvements to Route 
29 from Phoenixville to Schwenksville; 
Lewis road in Limerick township, and 
Gravel pike curve on Route 29, north of 
Green Lane. 
The need for these and other improve­ 
ments were stressed by State Senator Ed­ 
win G. Holl, who spoke on behalf of all 
county legislators. 
“Montgomery county no longer is a 
bedroom community 'for Philadelphia, a 
place where city executives live while 
earning their livelihoods in the city, “Holl 
told the commission. 
“The Schuylkill Expressway is now a 
two way street with commuters moving 
m both directions during peak hours in 
almost equal numbers. 


There was a tim e* in 1960* when 
Montgomery county was an importer of 
workers from all adjoining counties ex­ 
cept Philadelphia. 
“But since 1960, the industrial ex­ 
pansion in Montgomery county has been 
so great that we are a net importer of 
workers even from Philadelphia,” Holl 
said. 
“In the next ten or 20 years,” the sen­ 
ator added, “we will see a continued ex­ 
pansion of jobs, shopping centers, homes, 
apartments and people in the county. 
“I certainly hcpe that while you are 
here in southeastern Pennsylvania, you 
listen carefully to the request of Montgbm- 
ery county and its neighbors and that you 
will find ways and means to give us the 
highway 
improvements we so urgently 
need,” Holl said as he urged the commis­ 
sion to consider the county requests. 
Listed under secondary priority pro­ 
jects were improvements to Route 73, by­ 
pass 
in 
Skippack 
township; 
Route 
73 
through the Gilbertsville area and Route 
29 through the boroughs of East Green­ 
ville, Green Lane and Pennsburg. 
The 
county 
recommended 
that 
the 
State take corrective measures to elimi­ 
nate hazards at the intersection of Ridge 
and Germantown pikes, near Collegevillc; 
on Buchert road in Lqwer Pottsgrove town­ 
ship, and the intersection at Routes 73 
and 663 in New Hanover township, known

GENEVA (A P) — The United 
States and the Soviet Union 
jointly submitted to the nations 
of the world Thursday a com­ 
plete draft for a treaty to stop 
the spread of nuclear weapons. 
The draft, a milestone in five 
years of hard East-West bar­ 
gaining, was sent to the 17- 
nation disarm ament conference 
by it American and Soviet co- 
chairmen. 
The men, Adrian S. Fisher of 
the United States and Alexei A. 
Roshchin of the Soviet Union, 
reached 
final 
a g r e e m e n t 
Wednesday night on an article 
dealing with control procedures, 
the most disputed point in their 
backstage bargaining. 
A 
previous American-Soviet 
draft published Aug. 24 left arti­ 
cle 3 blank because of Russian 
insistence that the International

Atomic Energy Agency—IAEA 
—should be the only body re­ 
sponsible for verifying compli­ 
ance with the treaty. 
The final compromise version 
met demands by West Germany 
and Italy that the European 
Atomic Energy Organization— 
EURATOM—a body linked with 
the European Common Market, 
also could have a role in con­ 
trolling the treaty. 


OBJECTIONS 
The new draft also met some 
of the other objections raised by 
industrialized 
nonnuclear 
na­ 
tions which feared the treaty 
might obstruct their economic 
development. 
Officials of the West German 
government in Bonn said the 
draft “ contains a large number 
of positive changes that take 


into account the reservations ex­ 
pressed by nonnuclear nations.” 
In Brussels, a special meeting 
of the North Atlantic council 
thanked the United States for its 
efforts to get agreement on a 
treaty draft. One authoritative

said 
Roger 
Seydoux, 
President Charles de Gaulle’s 
representative on the council, 
expressed his personal apprecia­ 
tion of U.S. efforts but empha­ 
sized that France did not intend 
to sign the treaty. 


JOHNSON CHEERED 
In Washington, P r e s i d e n t 
Johnson said 
he was “ most 
heartened” to learn that the So­ 
viet Union joined the United 
States in submitting the treaty, 
which he expressed belief histo­ 
ry would look upon “ as a land­ 


m ark in the effort of mankind to 
avoid nuclear disaster while in­ 
suring that all will benefit from 
the peaceful uses of nuclear en­ 
ergy.” 
Prim e Minister Harold Wilson 
of Britain sent the Geneva con­ 
ferees a telegram saying, “ E ar­ 
ly conclusion of this treaty will 
not only 
constitute a 
m ajor 
arm s achievement, it should al­ 
so open the way to further pro­ 
gress in the field of disarm a­ 
m ent.” 
The main treat the treaty is 
designed to meet is the acquisi­ 
tion of atomic and hydrogen 
weapons by industrialized na- 
clear potential. These include 
West Germany, India, Israel, 
Sweden, Japan, Italy, Egypt, 
South Africa, Switzerland and 
Canada.

Kasperak, living on a borrowed 
heart for nearly two weeks, was

Thursday 
night after a three-hour opera­ 
tion to halt intestinal bleeding. 
A Stanford 
Medical Center 
bulletin said the hem orrhage 
had been stopped and that the 
retired 
steel worker’s 
trans­ 
planted heart function “rem ains 
satisfactory.” 
Doctors said the gastrointesti­ 
nal bleeding arose from multi­ 
ple laceration of the Duodenub, 
the first portion of the small 
intestines. 
The bulletin added that the 
major bleeding sites were closed 
and the nerves to the stomach 
which caused excessive gastric 
secretion were cut. 
In addition, doctors widened 
the opening from the stomach to 
the small intestines to facilitate 
drainage. 


INTENSIVE CARE 
Kasperak was placed in inten­ 
sive care after the operation. He 
was reported to be alert and 
awake. 
He received 10 unite of blood 
before the surgery and five dur­ 
ing. 
The operation was concluded 
about 7:30 p. m. 
Three days ago Kasperak un­ 
derwent surgery for removal of 
his gall bladder in an effort to 
improve his liver function. 
He 
had shown slow but steady im ­ 
provement since then. 
Doctors said the ulceration 
and bleeding could be attributed 
to the extreme stress the patient 
had been under for the past sev­ 
eral days. 
They said surgical interven­ 
tion might be tried to stop the 
bleeding if it continued, but no 
decision on this had yet been 
made. 
Kasperak had earlier been re­ 
ported conscious and responding 
perfectly to directions, and was 
able to sit up briefly.

Shafer Suspends Commissioner 


LSD Blinding Called Hoax 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (A P ) — 
Pennsylvania Gov. Raymond P. 
Shafer branded Thursday as a 
hoax, and completely false, the 
strange story of six Pennsylva­ 
nia college students blinded 20 
months ago while staring at the 
sun under the influence of the 
drug LSD. 
It just never happened, Shafer 
told a hastily summoned news 
conference. 
He 
immediately 
suspended the man who first 
said it did. 


The governor said the case, 
clouded since disclosure a week 
ago in the kind of psychedelic 
trance LSD reportedly induces, 
was an invention of Dr. Norman 
Yoder, 53, Pennsylvania’s com­ 
missioner for the blind since 
1959. 


DISTRAUGHT 
Yoder, blind for 45 years from 
a blow from a baseball bat, was 
described as “distraught and 
sick” by Shafer—and he asked

to be allowed to enter a hospital 
for immediate treatment. 
Shafer flew back from a brief 
winter vacation Tuesday and 
said Wednesday the LSD-blind- 
ness story was true. But he or­ 
dered a full state Justice De­ 
partm ent investigation on why 
the case kept secret since April, 
1966, when it allegedly occurred 
near the campus of a small 
western Pennsylvania college. 
Yoder refused to identify the 
college or nam e the students, 
but said all had resumed aca­ 
demic 
studies 
at 
different 
schools. He said the six were re­ 
ceiving state rehabilitative aid 
and, under the law, their identi­ 
ties couldn’t be disclosed. 
Members of the Shafer admin­ 
istration again and again con­ 
firmed the incident did occur— 
and supported Yoder’s secrecy. 


CONCERNED 


The governor, however, said 
he was concerned why the case 
hadn’t been reported immedi­ 
ately to the police, to state and 
federal narcotics units and to 
the state health department. He 
directed a quick probe by Atty. 
Gen. William C. Sennett. 
Sennett, accompanied by an 
investigator, went to Yoder’s of­ 
fice Wednesday afternoon and 
discovered what Shafer called 
“inconsistencies in official re­ 
cords.”

among their forces in South 
Vietnam, that at some point 
fighting and negotiations will be 
carried on simultaneously as 
part of the Red format for even­ 
tual victory. 
Washington officials will be 
scanning newly captured Viet 
Cong documents to see if they 
contain an upswing in the fight- 
and-talk theme. 
On the plus side showing pos­ 
sible sincerity by North Viet­ 
nam, administration authorities 
note Hanoi’s repeated efforts to 
make plain its change of posi­ 
tion on the peace talks question.

COMPLEX 
The 
secretary-general criti­ 
cized what he described as a 
"juvenile” and “ simplistic” ap­ 
proach to the complex problem 
of Vietnam. Under that kind of 
approach, he said, the w ar was 
blamed wholly on Communist 
aggression from the North or 
military aggression by the Unit­ 
ed States. 
He issued also a strong plea 
for respect for the neutrality of 
Cambodia, saying this was es­ 
sential to world peace. 
He made clear his views were 
based on public statem ents re­ 
cently by officials of the Hanoi 
regime and not on private In­ 
formation or sources in North 
Vietnam. 
Thant stressed these points on 
Vietnam, which dominated the 
questioning a t the news confer­ 
ence: 


RECIPROCITY UNLIKELY 
—North Vietnam is not likely 
to take any reciprocal action to 
a cessation in the U.S. bombing 
because Hanoi would find it 
“ military disadvantageous” to 
do so. 
He 
said North Viet­ 
namese forces in the South are 
far outmatched in numbers by 
the United States and South 
Vietnam. 
—He rem ains convinced that 
a stop to the bombing will pro­ 
duce meaningful talks within 
three to four weeks, but added 
that 
a 
cease-fire 
agreement 
would be difficult to negotiate 
because it would constitute an 
open admission by Hanoi that it 
had a predom inant role in South 
Vietnam. 
—U.S.-Hanoi talks Should be 
aimed at reconvening the 1954 
Geneva conference because that 
is where “ we have to pick up 
the threads.” 
Asked whether North Vietnam 
would continue to send their 
own troops into the South and 
supply the Viet Cong if there 
was an end to the bombing and 
talks were to begin, Thant re­ 
plied he did not know but “ I am 
afraid that the fighting will still 
go on in the South.” 


SOURCES 
He added that is the indica­ 
tion he had received from all 
sources, “ as in the case of the 
1954 Geneva agreements. 
“While the Geneva conference 
was going on, the fighting was 
still going on in Vietnam . . . the 
meeting 
between 
Hanoi 
and 
Washington will not solve the 
problem of South Vietnam. But 
such a meeting will create con­ 
ditions congenial for the next 
step to be taken,” he said. 
Thant said he was convinced 
that to try to explain the war by 
charging aggression by one side 
or the other in Vietnam was to 
take a “juvenile approach” to a 
very complex problem. He de­ 
scribed such an approach “ an 
oversimplification and therefore 
misleading.” 
“ I think you have to under­ 
stand the background to the 
whole 
conflict, 
the 
circum ­ 
stances leading to the Geneva 
conference . . . to the nonimplc- 
mentation of the Geneva confer­ 
ence 
and 
further 
complica­ 
tions.”

the veto and the seven Repub­ 
licans on council voted to up­ 
hold it. 
The motion to override the 
veto was made during the Jan 
9 council meeting but was tabled 
until the special meeting Thurs­ 


day night to give new mem­ 
bers of council an opportunity 
to study the tax decrease pro­ 
posals. 


WILL AMEND BUDGET 
After voting, council declared 
its intention to amend the bud­ 
get it inherited from the out­ 
going Democratic majority and 
prepare a new tax 
ordinance 
for 
adoption at its February 
meeting. 
The veto aroused a contro­ 
versy in the community since it 
was cast. 
Dougherty said he vetoed the 
four mill real estate tax cut 
because of a “ pressing need” 
for funds to operate local gov­ 
ernment. 
At the time of the veto he 
said, “for any community to cut 


back real estate taxes by foi 
mills is to proclaim to the wor 
at large that all of the needs < 
its citizens have been provide 
for and this simply isn’t th 
case.”

CLOVIS, N. M. (A P)—A gen­ 
eral court-martial was ordered 
Thursday 
for 
a 
Cannon 
Air 
Force Base officer who wants to 
be classified as a conscientious 
objector to the Vietnam war. 
Capt. Dale E. Noyd is to be 
tried by a military court on a 
charge of wilfully disobeying a 
lawful order when he refused to 
help train a student pilot who 
was to be sent to Vietnam. 
Noyd, 34, a former teacher at 
the Air Force Academy in Colo­ 
rado, said he is morally opposed 
to the Vietnam war. He went 
into the civilian courts earlier in 
an attem pt to stop the Air Force 
from transferring him from the 
academy to Cannon, where F100 
fighter plane pilots are trained 
for Vietnam duty. 
He said he should either be al­ 
lowed to resign his commission 
or be assigned to duties not re­ 
lated to the war. 


TURNS DOWN 
The U. S. Supreme Court re­ 
fused to hear Noyd’s case. 
The Justice Department ad­ 
vised the court to refuse to hear 
the appeal, saying action before 
he 
is court-martialed 
“ would 
embroil the federal judiciary in 
the military processes.” 
“We have exhausted the civil 
courts as far as their interven­ 
ing in the prosecution of mili­ 
tary justice,” Noyd said after 
the 
Supreme 
Court 
said 
it 
wouldn’t hear the case. 
The captain has said he does 
not object to all wars and would 
not be a conscientious objector 
if it were a m atter of defending 
the United States. He said he 
objects to particular wars of 
aggression and said he places 
the Vietnam war in that catego­ 
ry.

Have you seen a picture 
of the Chicago Picasso as erected in a 
plaza to the astonishment and amaze­ 
ment of the people of that city? 
A dying form of sculpture was de­ 
tailed in The Mercury last week in an 
article about Joseph S. McLaughlin, a 
Hill school employe, who sculpts in coal. 
His art is functional, as he makes jewel­ 
ry, cufflinks and other useful items. 
But art doesn’t always have to repre­ 
sent something of well-known form, let 
alone be functional. If it gives pleasure 
or stirs an emotion or suggests a truth, 
or does any number of other things — 
even merely pleasing the artist himself 
—it has been of use, ephemeral or long- 
lasting. 
This brings us to the 100-foot clear 
vinyl tube, eight feet in diameter, pic­ 
tured on exhibit at the Whitney Museum 


of American Art in New York City. The 
artist has credentials: He is Robert 
Israel, the 28-year-old design director 
of the Center Opera company and the 
Tyrone Guthrie Theater in Minneapolis. 
Here’s how the sculpture comes in: 
The artist tied a big knot in the tube 
so as to fit or stuff it, as inflated, into 
a gallery 40 feet long and 23 feet wide. 
There are some salient lumps and 
creases. 
A New York Times critic who saw 
the exhibit is impressed more with the 
material and the lighting than with the 
dramatic impact, which he says is al­ 
most nil. 
Other experimenters, how­ 
ever, are working on inflatable materials 
as a kind of sculpture. 
Where one produces a lacklustre, 
transparent caterpillar with a bellyache, 
another may come up with something 
full of the wit and gusto of those gigan­ 
tic inflated animals of Macy’s Tranks- 
giving parade in New York, bobbing 
along Broadway on their tethers to 
moving vehicles. 
Was it the late Tony Sarg, the great 
puppeteer, who set that style? Whoever 
it was, the designer put genius as well 
as gas into those wonderful inflatable 
sculptures. 


Needless Fear 


In countries where people use primi­ 
tive machinery and work painfully with 
their hands, the standard of living is 
not high, yet one of the prospects seem­ 
ingly still dreaded by wage earners is 
the increase in automation. 
When machinery first began to in­ 
vade the field of production in the I9th 
century mobs destroyed equipment be­ 
cause they feared their employment 
was in danger. But the reduction in the 
cost of production and the increase in 
productivity and wealth soon created a 
whole new field of employment. 
It is rational to assume that only by 
automation will it be possible to support 
the vastly increasing population of the 
world. In the late 1920s and early 1930s, 
some theorists had visions of factories 
which operated by push-button controls, 


outside the walls of which would be 
hungry mobs consisting of former em­ 
ployes who earned nothing and so could 
not buy the goods which the few men 
left at the controls produced. 
But it soon became clear that the 
vast machines required great numbers 
of men to design, build and maintain 
them and that once again the increased 
production at lower cost elevated living 
standards instead of debasing them. In­ 
deed, whole new industries came into 
being as the machinery of production 
became more efficient and more com­ 
plicated. 
All progress is achieved through 
such stages. 
Certainly the one feat 
which humanity has never accomplished, 
although it has tried it many times, is 
to put the clock back. 


Farewell to the Zil 


Visitors to Washington occasionally 
saw the Zil, a Russian-made car that 
had to be seen to be believed. It was 
the property of the Soviet Embassy and 
was the only car of its type on this side 
of the Atlantic. 
Now the Zil has been shipped home 
to cold-hearted Moscow because repair

parts had to come halfway around the 
world. 
What an odd thing for the Russians 
to do. They willingly spend billions of 
dollars a year on the space program in 
order to keep up with America, but 
they’re unwilling to spend a few thous­ 
and to keep up with American luxury 
cars.

“In fact, we had to turn 
away 300 women, for our seat­ 
ing capacity in the lecture hall 
was only 500. 
“We took up the many fam­ 
ily problems that you discuss 
and had a very productive 
meeting. 
“Don’t you think it would be 
a good thing if all churches 
conducted a similar worry 
clinic, not only for women but 
for men, too?” 


WORRY CLINIC 
Yes, Huida has a splendid 
idea! 
Many church women tell me 
they tear this column out of 
their local newspaper to use 
for discussion purposes at the 
regular meetings of their 


monthly women’s societies. 
And literally thousands of 
alert clergymen order the 
medico-psychological booklets 
on marriage and teen-age 
problems, for use in the Young 
People’s Society, or for Sun­ 
day school, plus their ow n per­ 
sonal counseling with parish­ 
ioners on family problems. 
Since we have heart clinics 
and cancer clinics and dia­ 
betes clinics, it is also very 
wise to schedule worry clinics. 
And the churches are an 
ideal site for holding such dis­ 
cussions. 
Remember, whenever you 
can prevent a divorce or stop 
a child from becoming a de­ 
linquent or save him from be­ 
coming a school dropout or an 
inmate of a mental institution, 
you not only have salvaged a 
human personality. 
But vou have likewise helped 
hold down the tax rate. 
For divorce courts, jails and 
mental institutions are the 
largest expenses on the usual 
state budget. 
Your editor thus runs this 
column as a contribution to

sound mental hygiene. 
It serves as print vaccine to 
r e d u c e the psychological 
troubles of home, office, fac­ 
tory and school. 
It is thus prophylatic medi­ 
cine to stop human mal­ 
adjustments before they reach 
the acute stage. 
A nd similar prophylactic 
medicine has been the greatest 
boon in the realm of organic 
ailments, such as smallpox, 
typhoid, polio, diphtheria, etc. 


PROMOTE DIVORCE

stories.

Bottle Not a Pleasure to Alcoholic 


Radio has discovered alcohol­ 
ism. The broadcasters feature 
public service announcements, 
warning us that there are 5,000,- 
000 sick persons in our midst. 
The sermonettcs advise famil­ 
ies how to tell the drinker that 
he is out of control. Others tell 
hofw costly he is to industry in 
absenteeism and accidents. 
Alcoholism is a serious sub­ 
ject. Medical science knows no 
more about its genesis and cure 
than it does about cancer. No 
one has ever taken a census 
of compulsive drinkers, but the 
count is closer to 3.000,000 than 
five. A few facts about the ill­ 
ness have been isolated and 
proved: 
(1). The alcoholic never tells 
the drink when he is going to 
take it; the drink tells him. 
(2). The amount of alcohol 
imbibed daily has only a casual 
relationship to the illness. 
(3). One of the symptoms is 
that the victim finds it impos­ 
sible to admit to himself that 
his drinking is beyond control. 
Besides, he will tell you, all he 
needs is ? few day to straighten 
out.(4). He lives with a secret, 
nameless tension but he doesn’t 
know what it is. For him, the 
clock always points to 3:05 a.m. 
(5). He is crass, crude and 
insolent drunk; he is a whim­ 
pering cowardly cur sober. He 
whimpers for love and under­ 
standing. 
Between 35 and 40 percent 
of alcoholics are women. Like 
the men, they spend their con­ 
scious moments wringing their 
hands and reliving their colos­ 
sal blunders over and over. The 
bottle beside them does not re­ 
present pleasure; the amber 


sparkle keeps whispering: “You 
plus me equals coma.” 
The most heartless task is to 
try to expose an alcoholic to 
himself. It is cruel and point­ 
less. and triggers an additional 
flight from reality. Nor should 
the family doctor do it, because 
GP’s as a rule, have little 
knowledge of alcoholic diagnosis 
(except acute) and less about 
prognosis and therapy. 
A psychologist - in - alcohol­ 
ism or a -psychiatrist is the pro­ 
per person to apply the brakes. 
Sometimes it is necessary to 
goad the drinker into imbibing 
more and, when he is stupe­ 
fied, sign him into an institution 
where alcoholic therapy can be 
started. If the psychologist can 
win the confidence of the sick 
person, the work of forcing the 
drinker to face himself in a 
mirror becomes easy. 
Alcoholics Anonymous is a no­ 
ble organization and has done 
much to sober the down-the- 
drainers. But some men and 
women drinkers cannot face AA 
and its insistence that the mem­ 
bers start by admitting that 
they are alcoholics and require 
assistance. This must be done 
at a meeting, publicly, and 
many an ill person has flinched 
from it. 
In 1 9 4 4 Charles Jackson 
wrote “The Lost Weekend.” The 
same year, Doubleday gave me 
a chance to write the biography 
of an alcoholic, W'illiam Wynne 
Wister, whose case had been 
arrested and who was a doctor 
of alkies. My book was called 
“The Glass Crutch” and is still 
the only book endorsed by the 
American Psychiatric associa­ 
tion. This was due to Wister’s 
honesty in telling the story—not 


my skill in writing it. 
It is gone from the book­ 
shelves, so don't go looking for 
it. But Wister’s best peachment 
was that the boozer, laden with 
fear and guilt, cannot bring 
himself to admit it and seek 
help. He is a scared mule be­ 
ing shoved to a rickety bridge 
over a deep chasm. Mr. W. 
also said that there is an im­ 
perative need for psychological 
assistance after the alcoholic is 
sent home. 
He requires a trained psychol­ 
ogist who can listen to his prob­ 
lems, his reactions to the harsh 
world of reality, the detected 
side glance of the family, and 
the fine mist of fear that freezes 
his heart. After all, it is a 
sickness, not a weakness. Tell­ 
ing an alcoholic to buck up and 
face his responsibilities is akin 
to telling a leper to try lanolin 
on his skin. 
The weekend drunk is no al­ 
coholic. He’s a pest. He’s the 
barroom braggart; the party 
flirt: the dozing drunk who kills 
other drivers without intending 
to hurt anybody. He costs his 
employer plenty, because he 
fakes Monday and spends Tues­ 
day watching the official clock 
drag its hands around its face. 
Nor am I playing expert. The 
only thing “The Glass Crutch” 
did for me was to make me 
realize that, as far as writing 
is concerned, I can’t deputize 
anybody to do it, so I may’ 
as well keep my best head 
screwed on tight. 
The boozer is in a mirror 
maze. 
Radio 
announcements 
won’t lead him to safety. First 
he needs someone to put the 
lights out. Then he wants to feel 
a warm friendly hand in his...

All Around the Town 


Last Battle 
Of Revolution 
The last formal battle of the Revolutionary 
War ended, oddly enough, 10,000 miles from 
the United States‘in the muggy forests of India. 
Though Americans concluded the war s last 
major compaign at Yorktown in 1781, their 
French allies continued to fighi the hnglish 
elsewhere in the world for neaily two \cais 
while diplomats negotiated a peace settlement. 
American and English commissioners signed 
a preliminary treaty in November, 1782, but 
British and French troops fighting near Cudda- 
lore, India, didn’t get the news until June, 1783. 
The remoteness of the final battle was pei- 
haps appropriate. From Concord to ( uddalore, 
the shots in America’s struggle for independence 
truly echoed around the world. 
The great events and heroic personalities 
of this crucial era of American history are vivid­ 
ly re-created in the National Geographic 
Society’s new book. The Revolutionary War, 
America’s Fight For Freedom. The 200-page 
volume is illustrated with 191 photographs, 
specially commissioned paintings, documents, 
and maps, all but 10 in color. 
Author Bart McDowell, of the National 
Geographic Senior Editorial Staff, explored 
battlefields and historic sites with his family 
to relive the Revolution. 
His children rode Paul Revere's famous 
route on horseback; the McDowells watched a 
re-enactment of the Battle of Concord, and 
shivered in winter at Valley Forge just as Wash­ 
ington’s ill-clad troops had done. 
The famous first shot rang out at Lexington 
in 1775: “The Minutemen came running, about 
70 of them, and formed into two lines on the 
green beside the road to Concord. The sun rose 
striping the April grass with long lines of light 
and shadow. Then came the scarlet column 
of British soldiers . . . 
“Then a gun was fired. Some witnesses in­ 
sisted the shot came from a pistol—and British 
officers carried pistols—but no one knows. Like 
a brain concussion that erases the memory of 
the blow that caused it. that first shot echoes 
unidentified through history.’’ 
McDowell follows the patriots' struggle— 
from Concord and Fort Ticonderoga to the 
frontiers and the final siege at Yorktown. 
The Revolutionary War abounds in offbeat 
detail and little-remembered vignettes. Thomas 
Jefferson, charged by the Continental Congress 
to write the Declaration of Independence, de­ 
livered it in 17 days; now, scholars spend their 
careers studying the momentous document. 
During the terrible ordeal at Valley Forge, 
General Washington once relaxed by playing 
a game of wickets with some youngsters. 
A number of freed Negro slaves helped in 
the fight to win independence. Cul. Christopher 
Greene’s Rhode Island unit, for example, was 
composed entirely of former slaves. A historian 
hailed the Negroes* “desperate valor’’ when 
they turned back three charges by Hessian merc­ 
enaries at Newport in 1778. 


STATUS SYMBOL 
Fashionable Georgetown in Washington, D. 
C., has received a rare status symbol. 
The square-mile area of elegant townhouses, 
carriage lamps, brick sidewalks, and ivv-cov- 
ered walls, has been designated a National His­ 
toric Landmark. Georgetown is one of the few 
continuously occupied living communities that 
has been so honored. 
Old Georgetown accepted the honor with 
aplomb. The old port at the head of the Poto­ 
mac River tidewater was a thriving town be­ 
fore the Nation’s Capitol was founded, the 
National Geographic Society says. 
The Maryland Provincial Assembly created 
Georgetown in 1751 by voting to purchase 60 
acres in the Potomac for a settlement to be 
named after England’s King George II. 
The young port prospered. It served a rich 
agricultural area of Maryland and Virginia. 
Flocks of turkeys and herds of cattle and sheep 
choked the streets at harvesttime. 
Busy wharves sagged with produce. A 
single hogshead of tobacco, reported a contem­ 
porary historian, “brought enough to purchase 
all luxuries a family needed in the course of 
the year.” 
The Nation's Capitol, founded in 1800 on 
swampy lands to the east and south, enhanced 
Georgetown's prosperity. 
Congressmen and diplomats liked the port’s 
lively social life and also the handsome brick 
dwelling that had been built with loving care by 
colonial craftsmen. 
Later Georgetown fell upon bad times as 
the new Federal Capitol blossomed and grew 
large according to L Enfant’s ambitious plans. 
Washington, D.C., captured most of the area's 
trade. Georgetown’s mayor, councilmen, and 
magistrates surrendered local government to 
Washington, D.C., in 1871. 
Georgetown never really lost its individuali­ 
ty, however. An influx of civil servants in World 
War I revitalized the community. Houses were 
restored, and gardens bloomed again. 
Today Georgetown suggests a snug little 
village set apart from sprawling metropolitan 
Washington, now 2,500,000. Federal, Georgian 
and Victorian houses line tree-shaded streets’ 
At night old-fashioned coach lanmps flicker 
upon pastel doorways. 
Often the austere facades of the houses give 
no hint of the luxuriant gardens in back. “I 
think more effort is lavished on these gardens 
than on any other plots of soil in the world,” 
reported a National Geographic writer who lives 
in Georgetown. 
It comes as a shock to Georgetowners, but 
their village’s charm sometimes escapes out- 
anders. 
A group of visiting Italian school­ 
teachers turned down accommodations in 
Georgetown with complaints that the row houses 
they saw were dim, damp, and much too small. 
Said a bewildered hostess: “How could any­ 
one not like Georgetown!”

It’s th at tim e once again for candidates 
for public office to announce their Attentions, 


and with all 203 seats in the State House of 
Representatives plus half the 50 seats in the 
Senate up for filling this year, the hats are 
becoming numerous. 
What has amazed many observers is the 
opposition being gnerated to incum bents in 
the House seeking re-election 
this 
year— 
particularly on the Republican side — with 
prim ary opponents blossoming forth in areas 
nominally regarded as solid Republican or­ 
ganization areas. 
On the Senate side, one of the more in­ 
teresting speculations around Capitol Hill is 
that Representative Alvin C. Bush, R-Wil- 
liam sport, may toss his hat in the ring in a 
prim ary election contest to unseat Republi­ 
can Senator Zehnder H. Confair who has 
held* the post since 1959. 
Reports are that 
several highly regarded GOP political leaders 
have approached Bush urging him to get 
into the race, feeling Confair’s sponsorship 
of the ill-fated legislative pension 
bill the 
governor vetoed will be a big minus for the 
senator who has already announced his in­ 
tention to seek another term . 
If the pension bill facet is to be regarded 
as a “ big minus” in Senator Confair’a case, 
most of the senators up for re-election this 
year will also be in the “ big m inus” cate­ 
gory on the basis of their vote alone.

Devaluation Okay 


For Someone Else 


As a slogan it’s old, and probably from Squaresville. But 
if ever a phrase was tailorm ade to glove-fit the cu rren t pub­ 
lic attitude toward saving the dollar, it’s th at old bit of 
cornball: “ Let George do it.” 
Everyone—on the record—is willing and eager to prevent 
the devaluation of the dollar, if only the other feller will do 
it. 
But, baby, don’t ask me to assum e the burden and make 
even the slightest sacrifice like, m aybe, not spending the 
Sum m er on the Riviera. 
If President Johnson had attacked motherhood, the Red 
Cross, J. E dgar Hoover and the F irst Amendment, he could 
hardly be in more hot w ater than with his suggestion that 
we Am ericans, during the present year, confine our travel­ 
ing to the W’estern Hem isphere. 
By such an expedient the 
chief executive said it was hoped a $Mj billion could be saved 
to shore up the balance of paym ents. 
Both The Wall Street Journal and The New York Times, 
which have been urging the present adm inistration to take 
action to bolster the dollar at home and abroad, a re now 
pawing the air and snorting fire at any suggestion th at the 
A m erican citizen does not have an inalienable right to live 
it up anywhere, particularly in Europe. 
There are dark hints of authoritarianism and interference 
with individual freedom . 
There is clear inference that the 
right to travel is sacred and more im portant than the neces­ 
sity to tidy up the budget. 
Beyond all this there is the inescapable im plication that 
restriction to trav el in the W estern Hem isphere somehow 
equates with the exercise yard at SingSing. As a m atter of 
hard geographic fact, the W’estern Hemisphere is a very 
big place. And classy, too. 
M ere mention of the W’estern H em isphere shouldn’t bring 
on claustrophobia. The Random House Dictionary of the Eng­ 
lish Language defines “hem isphere” as “ half of the te r­ 
restrial globe.” T hat ought to give the vacationing A m eri­ 
can a fairly wide latitude and longitude for travel in 1968. 
F or many years I have kept a suitcase packed and my 
passport at the ready. However, when I read the president’s 
request that A m ericans keep out of Europe this y ear and 
rom p, instead, in the W'estern Hem isphere, I didn't feel 
shackled or that my inalienable rights had been repealed. 
Indeed, it seem ed a very slight and a reasonable request 
to one who has long wondered why m ore A m erican travelers 
continue to ignore the delights of Mexico and South A m erica, 
not to mention our C anadian neighbor on the north. 
To the south of us there are g reat nations, sophisticated 
cities, awesome and m agnificent scenery, fascinating ruins 
of ancient civilizations, hospitable peoples, excellent hotels, 
com parable food and as many old cathedrals and m useum s 
as the hum an arch can endure. 
This m ay be very provincial of me. but surely it is as 
im portant to know our neighbors in this hem isphere as to 
know the peoples of Europe. And prowling the great n e w 
Anthropological m useum in Mexico City and hearing “ C ar­ 
m en” at the m agnificent Colon opera house in Buenos Aires 
can scarcely be listed as cruel and unusual punishm ent. 
And, for pure corn, w hat about the Panam a canal? It’s 
great. And so are N iagara Falls, the G rand Canyon, Hoover 
dam , San Francisco, Bryce canyon and all points north, 
south, east and west at home. 
It doesn’t seem to m e the President’s suggestion th at we 
stick to our own back yard this year is an attem pt to fence 
us in.

Dear Mr. C arrell: 
I got tired of “ rasslin” those four by eight 
foot sheets of plywood when I paneled our 
den and cam e up with a sort of crude “ tote 
stick.” I took a three foot long one by four 
and nailed two by four blocks on either end; 
one facing in, and the other out. The one 
facing in hooks under the plywood while the 
one facing out is a handle. Center it and pick 
it up. The plywood fits neatly under your 
arm .

Shop talk—board foot—A lum ber m easure, 
the equivalent of a board one foot square and 
one inch thick. A one by four would need to 
be three feet long to make one board foot. 
D ear Al: 
After refinishing several pieces of furni­ 
ture, I have learned a very valuable lesson. 
I collect some of the saw dust in a glass jar. 
This can then be mixed with glue and used 
to fill cracks and nail holes later on. Nothing 
blends as well with the natural wood as a 
few “ chips off the old block.”

Yesterday morning, I went to get into my 
car only to find it covered with a sheet of 
ice. Even the door lock was frozen, so I 
could not get in to get the defroster going. 
However, by holding the key over the flame 
of my cigaret lighter a few seconds, I got 
the key in.

Experts Disagree W ith LBJ 


The three m ajor television networks and 
educational stations in a special network 
hookup carried President Johnson’s State of 
the Union speech live Wednesday night. 
Then upon its conclusion, each went off 
on his own. For the next hour, viewers had 
a choice of a news conference of Republi­ 
can leaders on ABC; a special program of 
assorted com m ent and analysis on NBC; 
bickering—among assorted experts on the 
educational network; or “ The Jonathan Win­ 
ters Show,” a variety hour featuring comedy, 
on CBS. 
CBS had originally planned a postspeech 
period of com m ent by leading Republican 
politicians, but their acceptance was with­ 
drawn and the date reset. So CBS resumed 
regular program m ing. 
President Johnson, beyond an o p e n i n g 
sally, was in a completely serious mood 
throughout his address. It ranged in subject 
widely from Vietnam , crim e in the streets 
and unemployment to brief references to 
comparitively minor aspects of his Great 
Society program . 


The broadcast was done with excellent 
skills and good lighting. The President in 
blue suit, blue shirt and maroon tie, looked 
healthy and rested. It did appear, however, 
from the picture on all channels that he had 
received a little more tv m akeup than was 
necessary to keep his forehead from shining 
In the postm ortem s, the Republican lead­ 
ers generally—as could have been expected— 
were nighly critical of many aspects of the 
speech. There seemed to be in that group— 
also expectedly—general agreem ent that the 
speech was, as Sen. Hugh Scott of Pennsyl­ 
vania called it, “ a political m essage.” 
Sen. Jacob Javits of New York said the 
President m ade “ the State of the Union 
sound like the state of the cam paign.” How­ 
ever, they also sounded pretty political in 
their comm ents. 
One thing all the talk and analysis indi­ 
cated: There seem ed to be as little agree­ 
m ent among experts of all types on the 
President’s speech as there is among the 
nonexperts.

Doctor Alters Student 
Reports to Back Story 


HARRISBURG W — Public 
Welfare Secretary Thomas W. 
Georges Jr. said Thursday the 
first time anyone had seen the 
case reports on the six college 
students allegedly blinded while 
under the influence of LSD was 
Wednesday night, when they 
were turned over to Atty. Gen. 
William C. Sennett. 
Gov. Shafer told a news con­ 
ference earlier that Dr. Norman 
Yoder, state commissioner for 
the blind, admitted the reports 
were a hoax. 
“Individual case records in 
the Office of the Blind are re­ 
tained in sealed offices at the 
nearest 
point 
of 
service,” 
Georges said. “Only skeletal 
records are retained in the cen­ 
tral office in Harrisburg.” 


SIX RECORDS 
Georges said Yoder had rec­ 
ords of six blind students flown 
to Harrisburg Wednesday night 
‘‘and by altering some parts 
here and adding some parts 
there” had documented the fab­ 
ricated reports, which were 
turned over to Sennett to sea­ 
port his story. 
Yoder told Sennett and Jus­ 
tice Department Investigator 
Robert West that the LSD story 
was false after they questioned 
the reports reviewed by them .1 
Shafer had ordered an investi­ 
gation of the case Wednesday. 
Georges said the first he knew 
of the incident was Friday night 
when an Associated Press re­ 
porter in Washington attem pt­ 
ed to question him on a letter 
Yoder had written the U.S. 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Department in which he re­ 
ferred to the six students who 
were supposedly blinded by 
staring at the sun in an LSD- 
induced trance. 
“I checked back with Dr. 
Yoder Monday morning and he 
told me about the cases,” | 
Georges said. “I requested and 
received a written report and 
later requested a written sum­ 
mation of the cases.” 
It was on the basis of this in­ 
formation that both Shafer and 
Georges told a news conference 
Wednesday after the governor s 
return from a Virgin Islands 
vacation that they were con­ 
vinced the story was true.

Paper Cancels 
Its Plans for 
Afternoon Sheet 


NEW YORK (AP) — The Dai­ 
ly News, a morning tabloid with 
the largest circulation in the na­ 
tion, announced Thursday that 
it had decided not to publish an 
afternoon newspaper in New 
York. 
The News thus joined the New 
York Times in its decision to 
leave the field to the tabloid 
New York Post, the only Man-1 
hattan afternoon daily since the 
demise of the World Journal 
Tribune last May. 
In the News announcement, 
W. H. Jam es, executive vice 
president said advertisers were 
enthusiastic at the prospect of 
its entry into the afternoon field 
and “ we found evidence of a 
public desire for a new evening 
newspaper.” 
COMPLEX FACTORS 
But Jam es added: “ An analy­ 
sis of all the complex factors 
proved, in the end, to be dis­ 
couraging.” 
The statement continued: 
“When 
rising costs were 
measured against potential ad­ 
vertising and circulation reve­ 
nues, it became clear that the 
projected newspaper would be a 
marginal operation at best . . . 
“The conclusion is disappoint­ 
ing to us, as we are sure it is to 
many New Yorkers.” 
The Post’s circulation is about 
700,000. It publishes six days a 
week.

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Borough Aims for April Purchase of Renewal Properties 


There is a strong possibility that acquisition of some of 
the properties in the South Hanover street urban renewal 
area could begin as early as April. 
This tentative tim etable was disclosed Thursday during 
a meeting in the office of Borough M anager Joseph D. Banta. 
Object of discussion was the federal governm ent’s ap­ 
proval of an early acquisition plan for a large portion of 
the project area before the rem ainder is acquired. 


PARTICIPANTS 
Participating in the discussion were Banta, m em bers of 
borough council and representatives of the Montgomery 
County Redevelopm ent authority, W alker and associates 
(the professional planning firm which designs the borough’s 
uibani renewal projects), and Mrs. Sm ith’s Pie company, 
/u n n 
D epartm ent of Housing and U rban Development 
(HUD) last Friday approved a request to acquire a large 
section of the property earlier than the norm al renewal 
process perm its, raze existing buildings and sell the property 
to Mrs. Sm ith’s for expansion purposes. 


Focal point of Mrs. Sm ith’s interest is all of the property 
bounded by Hanover, South and Charlotte streets and the 
Pennsylvania railroad. 


STATE APPROVAL NEEDED 
The State, through its D epartm ent of Community Affairs, 
also m ust give approval because half the money to acquire 
the property will be paid by the State. 
During Thursday’s meeting it was brought out that 
preparation of an application for these State funds already 
is underway. 
Banta said the Community Affairs agency was supplied 
with all pertinent data on the proposal last year to give it 
time to fam iliarize itself with the .project and cut down on 
the time needed for form al approval. 


PUBLIC HEARING 
It is believed State approval will be forthcoming in six 
weeks, but officials hope to obtain an oral commitment even 
before that time on which they can proceed. 


Under the law a public hearing m ust be held on the 
early acquisition plan, the sam e as is required for the over­ 
all project. 
A decision was made to combine these two hearings, 
and to hold them in March. The exact date will be set by 
the county redevelopment authority, which coordinates all 
urban renewal program s in Montgomery county. 
Once the combined hearing is over the accelerated pro­ 
gram can begin as soon as the State says it approves. 
The rem aining portion of the project will have to wait 
for federal approval of the borough’s P a rt II application for 
the governm ent’s $1,680,000 share of the estim ated $2.5 
million project cost. 


PORTION UNAFFECTED 
The part of the project area not affected by the speedup 
is bounded by High street from York to Hanover, south on 
Hanover to the Schuylkill river, west along the river to an 
im aginary line made by extending York street, and north 
along that line to the starting point on High street. 


The total renew al area is shaped like a giant letter 
“ L,” with Mrs. Sm ith’s Pie company taking the bottom leg. 
The company will develop that portion of the property for 
industrial use. 
Redevelopment in the remaining area will be for indus­ 
trial and com m ercial use, with new buildings erected along 
High street, rem oval of the Reading railroad station to the 
south side of the tracks, and conversion of the Reading con­ 
course into a public street running from H anover to York 
street. 
PARKING LOT 
A large parking lot will be installed in the rear of the 
buildings fronting on High street, according to tentative 
plans, and accessways from the lot to High street will be 
provided between the buildings.

When the old building is torn down a garden type mall 
will be developed in its place on the corner.

H erm an 
W etterskog,

lassville, who has been breed­ 
ing fish for three years, said, 
“ The key to caring for fish is 


first reading and learning about 
the habits of the individual fish, 
and its native conditions under 
which it lived. And the real suc­ 
cess comes when you m eet these 
conditions.” 


MOTHER’S MOOD 
“ One thing I’ve noticed in 
dealing with a special breed of 
fish,” he explained, is that “ if 
the mother isn’t satisfied with 
its environment, she won’t give 
birth to her young. She would 
rath er die than give birth.” 
In his collection he has two 
flesh eating piranhas, and three 
of another species which is con 
sidered vicious. 
The key to raising these fish, 
he said, is a w ater tem perature 
from 89 to 90 degrees. 
“ This fish also likes peace 
and quiet,” he said. “ When they 
become excited they start biting 
at each other. And then it takes 
about a month for them to calm 
down.”

Tracy Complains to County 


Gun Permit Procedures Irk Chief 


A 
new 
Montgomery 
county 
policy on the issuance of perm its 
to carry concealed deadly w eap­ 
ons has received a cool reception 
in Pottstown. 
In a letter sent Thursday to 
Montgomery C o u n t y Sheriff 
Jerem iah P. Delaney, Pottstown 
Police Chief R ichard J. T racy 
said the new policy m ay result 
in the licenses falling into the 
hands of “ incom petents, misfits 
and m ental cases.” 


FINGERPRINTS 
Under 
the 
new 
procedure, 
when a person applies for a per­ 
mit at the sheriff’s office he is 
required to fill out an applica­ 
tion and be fingerprinted. 
He then is checked out with 
the district attorney’s office to 
see if he has a crim inal record. 
When the application first is 
filed a form letter is sent to the 
chief of police in the applicant’s 
community, advising of the re ­ 


quest, and giving the chief an 
opportunity to object. 
This is the part to which Tracy 
objects because, he says, there 
is a possibility a perm it could 
be issued without the chief hav­ 
ing an opportunity to lodge his 
objections. 
He 
said 
his 
stand 
was 
il­ 
lustrated by receipt by him of a 
letter advising of the application 
by a local man for the perm it. 


REPLY ASKED 
Enclosed with the letter was a 
copy of the aplication. The let­ 
ter asked the thief to reply be­ 
fore a three week deadline. 
It goes on to say, “ In the ab­ 
sence of a w ritten report from 
your office 
prior to the date 
given, it will be assum ed that 
you have no knowledge of valid 
reasons why the perm it should 
not be issued.” 
Tracy said there is a possi­ 
bility th at he may not receive 


the letter, because it is not sent 
by registered mail. 
Or, he said, he 
may 
be on 
vacation, or off duty due to ill­ 
ness, or it may be mislaid be­ 
fore it comes to his attention. 
“ There are any num ber of 
reasons for my not seeing the 
sheriff’s letter before the dead­ 
line.” Tracy said. 
“ And if I don’t see it I won’t 
respond. If this happens and the 
applicant has no crim ina! record, 
he autom atically will be issued 
a perm it, even thought it may 
be dangerous for him to have 
one through a certain 
m ental 
state, or other 
reason 
which 
doesn’t show up as a crim inal 
record.” 


DISAGREES 
The chief said he disagrees 
with the issuance of a perm it 
in the absence of objections. In­ 
stead, he said, he believes no 
perm it should be isued unless 


a letter is received from the 
local police chief stating com ­ 
plete approval. 
The new policy w as adopted 
last December and was m utual­ 
ly agreed upon by Delaney and 
his predecessor, form er Sheriff 
Merrill A. Bucher. 
In

to 
Delaney, 
Tracy asserted: 
“ I feel that in any case to the 
contrary, responsibility for is­ 
suing these perm its to incom­ 
petents, misfits and, or m ental 
cases, etc., rests with your of­ 
fice.”

When today’s hand was play­ 
ed a few months ago in a match 
between Poland and Sweden, 
declarer found a way to go 
down at a bold slam contract. 
South won the first trick with 
the ace of spades and led out 
three rounds of hearts. 
When West played the jack 
and queen of hearts on the sec­ 
ond and third round of the suit 
South was consumed with sus­ 
picion. 
West would make the 
same 
plays, South 
reasoned, 
even if he had started with 
Q-J-lO-x of hearts. 
Assuming 
that he could “ afford” to ruff 
high, declarer ruffed the third 
heart with the jack of clubs. 
This wasteful play was to 
prove his downfall. 
When de­ 
clarer next drew trumps with 
the king and ace he discovered 
that he had set up a trump 
trick for East. 
The defenders 
also got a diamond trick, and 
South was down one. 


U N LIK ELY TO WIN 
South is unlikely to make the 
slam if the hearts break badly 
even if the trumps break well. 


If South must ruff the third 
heart with the jack of clubs he 
must later ruff another heart 
with dummy’s king of clubs. 
Then South must lose a trump 
trick even with the best possible 
trump break, and he will also 
have to give up a diamond, bar­ 
ring a minor miracle. 
If South ruffs the third heart 
with a low trump, he can draw 
four rounds of trumps at once 
and run the first 12 tricks in 
comfort.

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Cuba Claims Shooting Down Plane 
And Capturing Ex-Paratrooper 


HAVANA (AP) — The Interi­ 
or Ministry belatedly announced 
Thursday it shot down a small 
plane and captured its ex-para­ 
trooper U.S. pilot Dec. 29 after 
he dropped some arms over 
central Cuba. 
He was identified as Everett 
Jackson, 27, of Los Angeles, 
who had been living in Miami, 
Fla. The ministry said he ad­ 
mitted trying “to infiltrate na­ 
tional territory.” 
There was no mention of a 
second American. Rudy Wan- 
derson, Port Authority supervi­ 
sor at Homestead, Fla., airport, 
said Jackson and another man 
were aboard the last time the 
plane left there. He said both 
men wore parachutes. 
DROPPED PACKAGES 
The ministry announcemeht 
said Jackson dropped packages 
by parachute and a haversack 
containing an Ml carbine, two 
hundred rounds of ammunition 
for the carbine, two cameras 
and a telephoto lens, a telescop­ 
ic sight for the carbine and a 
note book. 
C u b a n 
antiaircraft 
guns 
opened up on the plane over the 
central Cuban city of Rancho 
Velez and it fell on Falcon Key, 
on the north coast in the prov­ 
ince of Las Villas, the ministry 


said. 
“The pilot was captured by 
forces of the interior minister,” 
the announcement said. 
No reason w'as given for a de­ 
lay in the announcement. The 
Cubans may have suspected he 
had a confederate, in view of 
the parachute drop, and was 
trying to run him down before 
making an announcement. 
The ministry reported Jack­ 
son told them he was married, 
and had served with the 82nd 
Airborne and 101st Airborne di­ 
visions in the United States and 
with the 11th Division in West 
Germany. 
The plane was an old two- 
seated, 
single-engine Taylor- 
craft. But Federal Aviation Ad­ 
ministration officials in Oklaho­ 
ma City said the plane had a 
new engine good enough to 
make a round-trip flight to 
Cuba. The old Taylorcraft en­ 
gine would not have been able 
to make a round trip. Falcon 
Key is about 180 miles south of 
Homestead Airport.
